DAILY  PROCEEDINGS 


The  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant

At  this  time  a  letter  message  was  read  from  Rev.  W.  M, 
Piatt,  our  aged  superannuated  minister,  who  was  very  ill  and 
not  expected  to  live.  Following  the  reading  of  Father  Piatt's 
message,  the  Conference  sang  that  old  sweet  song  *'I  Am 
Bound  for  the  Promised  Land."  Then  gathered  around  the 
altar  and  were  led  in  prayer  by  Sister  Perdue. 

Upon  motion  the  Conference  adjourned. 

The  opening  sermon  was  ably  delivered  by  Rev.  G.  J.  L, 
Brown.

Mrs.  Mary  E.  Perdue  was  re-elected  Secretary  and  upon 
motion  the  vote  was  made  unanimous. 

Rev.  F.  Lyman  Shows  was  re-elected  Conference  Treas- 
urer and  upon  motion  the  vote  was  made  unanimous. 

Rev.  B.  F.  Griffin  was  elected  Statistician. 

Upon  motion  Standing  District  Committee  was  elected. 

Upon  motion  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  was  elected 

At  the  close  of  the  election  of  Officers,  the  retiring  Pres 
ident  after  a  few  fitting  remarks,  presented  the  gavel  to  the 
President-Elect,  who  responded  with  a  few  remarks  and  en- 
tered immediately  into  his  official  duties. 

Upon  motion  the  Chairman  of  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Or- 
der notified  the  Conference  the  necessity  of  reporting  at  once 
to  the  Committee,  concerning  any  changes  to  be  made  in  the 
"By-T<aws  or  Rules  of  Order." 

Upon  motion  Dr.  A.  R.  Corn  addressed  the  Conference  in 
behalf  of  our  Westminister  College  located  at  Tehowcanna, 
Texas. 

A  telegram  was  received  from  Dr.  J.  H.  Rtrpughon  stat- 
ing Ke  could  not  reach  the  Conference  until  Mondav  and  nnon 
motion  the  hour  was  fixed  at  8  p.  m.  for  Dr.  A.  R.  Co^n  to 
entertain  the  Conference  by  presenting  moving  pictures  of 
our  colleges  and  views  of  the  Holy  Land.

FATHER  PLATT'S  LETTER 

Columbia,  La.,  Oct.  17,  1930. 
To  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  84th  Annual  Session  of  Loui- 
siana Conference,  Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters : 

I  am  writing  to  you  to  let  you  know  that  I  have  never 
wanted  to  be  at  an  annual  Conference  any  more  than  I  want 
to  be  at  this  one.  I  am  hoping  and  praying  that  this  will  be 
the  most  spiritual  session  that  we  have  had  in  many  years. 

While  I  cannot  be  with  you  in  person,  I  am  with  you  in 
spirit,  and  my  prayers  will  follow  you  through  the  entire 
conference. 

As  T  alone  am  the  only  living  father  of  this  conference, 
I  wish  to  sav  to  you  all  that  T, believe  that  Heaven  is  a  Holy 
place,  that  God  is  a  Holy  God ;  that  the  Bible  teaches  us  that 
without  Holiness  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord. 

T  also  believe  in  the  Holv  Trinity — God  the  Father,  God 
the  Son  and  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  that  each  of  these  has 
it's  distinct  office  to  perform.  That  of  the  Father  is  to  create 
That  of  the  Holv  Ghost  is  to  regenerate,  to  sanctify  and  to 
make  clean ;  that  of  the  Son  is  to  redeem.  So  the  Savior, 
while  here,  suffered  and  died  to  redeem  a  lost  world,  and, 
iust  previous  to  his  crucifixion,  called  the  disciples  tocrether 
and  said.  "I  am  no  more  in  the  world,  but  these  are  in  the 
world.  I  sanctify  myself  that  thev  also  may  be  sanctified ;

Being  a  minister  in  this 
Church  for  sixty  years,  T  know  something  of  its  trials,  strn  or- 
gies and  growth,  and  could  tell  many  a  true  account  of  great 
revivals  of  religion  when  this  Church  was  in  its  first  feeble 
beginning  in  this  State. 

I  have  been  through  great  physical  hardships  in  the  re- 
mote, practically  unsettled  portions  of  this  State  trying  to 
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do  my  humble  part  in  bringing  souls  to  Christ.    That,  as  I 
look  back  today,  has  been  the  greatest  joy  of  my  life. 

As  I  look  into  the  future  my  greatest  wish  is  to  see  this 
Church  prosper.  May  you  hold  on  to  the  faith ;  may  you 
chng  to  God's  love  as  the  most  precious  gift  available  in  this 
world. 

As  a  Father  in  this  Conference,  I  would  like  to  make  a 
request  that  we  convert  this  hour  into  a  Second  Penticost.  I 
wish  to  choir  to  sing  "On  Jordan's  Stormy  Banks  I  Stand," 
with  the  chorus  "I  Am  Bound  for  the  Promised  Land,"  while 
all  of  God's  children,  preachers,  delegates  and  all  come  to  the 
Altar  and  re-consecrate  their  lives  to  the  service  of  The  Al- 
mighty, so  that  He  in  His  infinite  love  and  mercy  will  bestow 
on  yon  a  fresh  baptism  of  the  Holv  Ghost.

The  meeting  of  the  General  and  Annual  Conference  of- 
ficials held  in  Baltimore  last  May  considered  and  approved 
the  following  program  in  behalf  of  New  Century  Service  and 
I  was  authorized  to  submit  it  to  our  Conferences  at  their  an- 
nual meetings  this  fall.  It  is  not  a  complicated  plan  but  one 
which  if  followed  through  should  be  productive  and  satisfac- 
tory. I  am  therefore  asking  you  to  give  this  paper  your  ear- 
nest consideration  and  approval. 

1.  The  Conference  is  requested  to  authorize  a  visitation 
of  all  the  churches  within  its  district,  under  conference  di- 
rection and  soon  after  adjournment,  for  the  presentation  of 
the  question  of  the  annual  and  general  conference  benevolen- 
ces ;  to  discuss  with  the  officials  of  the  churches  particularly 

the  occasion  and  need  of  these  budgets  and  to  secure  a  defi- 
nite decision  on  the  part  of  the  churches  of  their  cooperation. 

2.  In  order  to  make  this  Visitation  the  Conference  is 
further  asked  to  raise  up  a  Committee  or  Commission,  with 
the  President  as  chairman,  to  direct  the  activities  necessary. 
This  may  be  the  New  Century  Service  Commission,  the  Bud- 
get Committee  or  a  special  Visitation  Committee  as  the  Con- 
ference may  prefer.  This  Visitation  is  to  be  made  by  the 
ministers  and  laymen  of  the  Conference  selected  by  the  di- 
recting committee. 

8.  The  New  Century  Service  office  in  Baltimore  will  be 
prepared  to  put  into  the  hands  of  the  committee  further  defi- 
nite plans  for  Conference  organization  for  this  visitation  as 
well  as  plans  for  the  local  churches.  These  of  course  may  be 
supplemented  or  amended  by  the  local  groups. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  is  requested  to  no- 
tify my  office  as  early  as  possible  the  action  of  your  Confer- 
ence and  to  send  me  the  names,  with  addresses,  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  Committee. 

5.  I  enclose  herewith  a  form  for  the  arrangement  of  thb 
Conference  Minutes  which  also  was  approved  at  the  Officials 
Conference.  It  is  part  of  an  effort  to  secure  a  uniform  ar- 
rangement for  all  our  Conference  Minutes.  There  is  now  a 
great  diversity.  Your  Conference  is  asked  to  adopt  this  gen- 
eral outline  which  is  sufficiently  flexible  to  accommodate  it- 
self to  all  annual  Conference  requirements. 
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I  trust  your  session  may  be  blessed  of  the  Lord  and  that 
your  coming  year  may  bring  great  fruitage  to  the  Kingdom.

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BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  No  delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Annual  Conference  without  proper  credentials  or  other  satis- 
factory evidence  of  his  election ;  and  in  case  of  alternate,  the 
certificate  shall  so  express  it. 

Section  2.  Delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
elected  from  the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  mem- 
bership, over  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations 
and  missions,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Steward  to  desig- 
nate the  time  and  place  and  give  notice  of  election.  The  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Stewards ;  and 
they  shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election  and  cause  the  same 
to  be  returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference,  there  to 
be  compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person  or  persons  re- 
ceiving a  plurality  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  dele- 
gate or  delegates  and  next  highest  shall  be  declared  alter- 
nate or  alternates,  and  receive  certificates  accordinglv ;  pro- 
vided that  in  the  case  of  a  tie.  member  of  Quarterlv  Confer- 
ence, by  a  majority  vote  shall  decide;  and  rjrovided  further, 
that  in  case  the  delegate  and  plternate  elected  from  anv 
work  are  r)rovidenti?llv  hindered  f^^om  pttendinpf  the  Annn?iT 
Tonfererce  to  which  thev  were  elected  then  the  pastor  in 
charge  shall  have  the  rigfht  to  aiDDoint  p  sm'table  DPrson  ^^ 
T^e^T-esent  the  work  in  the  Conference.  That  no  one,  especial- 
ly the  men  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  delegate  who  does  not 
contribute  regularly  for  the  supnort  of  the  pastor  and  the 
claims  of  the  General  Annual  Conference. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  excepc 
they  be  persons  of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine  pie- 
tv,  resr>ectable  attainment  and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the  fun- 
damental doctrine  of  Christianity  and  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  gospel  duties. 

Section  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left  wHh- 
oi^t  minipterial  work  for  more  than  two  years  at  the  end  of 
which  time  he  shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors,  or  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  unstationed  list,  and  if  so  transferred  shall  re- 
ceive a  certificate  of  his  startdiner.  This  rule  shall  apply  to 
oT^v  n'nis^ter  so  transferred  provided  he,  at  his  own  request, 
may  locate  by  vote  of  the  conference. 

SertioTi  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  cir- 
scuit,  station  or  mission,  shall  cease  from  labors  assigned 
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him  by  the  stationing  authority  until  his  term  of  service 
shall  have  expired,  except  by  consent  of  the  President,  for 
reason  by  him  deemed  expedient. 

Section  6.  The  Secretary  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with 
a  condensed  blank  PASTORS  report  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Aimual  Conference  that 
each  pastor  during  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of  Con- 
ference hand  their  reports  to  the  Committee  on  Pastors  Re- 
ports and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by  committees  and 
Conference  said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  Conference  Stew- 
ard for  his  action,  then  to  the  Statistical  Secretary  for  final 
disposition.  Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  wdth  this  rule 
for  the  first  offense  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  for  the  second  offense  shall  be  located  by  a  major- 
ity vote  of  the  Conference.  That  the  Evangelists  and  Con- 
ference Missionaries  read  their  report  to  the  Conference.  We 
recommend  that  when  the  President  visits  a  pastoral  charge 
that  he  first  converse  freely  with  the  pastor  as  to  the  p^irit- 
ual  and  financial  condition  of  the  charge  and  that  he  insist 
on  a  strict  obedience  of  the  vows  made  when  uniting  with 
the  church. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  Charge  shall 
soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Conference  meet 
and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment 
made  by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  for  the  support  of 
the  pastor.  The  proportion  to  be  made  to  each  class  accord- 
ing to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay  and  that  the  Stewards 
see  that  the  same  is  paid  promptly  and  in  connection  with 
Section  7,  we  recommend  that  each  Steward  keep  a  non-ef- 
fective roll,  noting  those  that  are  able  and  do  not  contribute 
to  the  supr>ort  of  the  nastor,  the  President  and  to  the  preneral 
interest  of  the  Church  and  that  the  Stewards  notify  the  r»,qs- 
tor  of  the  number  of  members  that  do  not  help  support  the 
Church. 

Section  8.  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  inter- 
est of  the  Church  non  one  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  exceiot 
those  who  are  eighteen  years  of  age  and  are  contributing 
members  in  full  membership. 

Section  9.  Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  in 
good  standing  and  in  full  membership  for  one  year  is  eligible 
to  any  office  in  the  Church  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  y^nnn?^] 
Conference;  provided  that  where  a  church,  circuit,  station, 
or  mission  has  no  member  of  said  age,  they  may  place  in  of- 
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fice  in  the  church  or  elect  as  delegate  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence such  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  such  as 
have  not  been  members  one  year. 

Section  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any 
action  to  be  taken  that  involves  the  financial  interest  of  the 
church. 

Section  11.  The  term  of  office  of  Conference  Steward 
shall  be  one  year. 

Section  12.  The  Conference  Steward  shall  be  required 
to  receive  and  hold  all  moneys  collected  for  various  benevo- 
lent purposes  from  the  different  charges,  also  Conference 
collections. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Stew- 
ard to  settle  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  Conference  out  of 
the  Conference  collections  during  the  session  and  present 
the  remainder  to  the  Conference  for  disbursement. 

Sction  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards  or 
persons  authorized  to  receive  sams  all  money  received  for  the 
various  benevolent  purposes  taking  receipt  and  at  which 
and  other  business  in  his  hands  shall  make  a  proper  exhibit 
to  the  Conference  during  the  session  at  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed, also  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

Section  15.  At  the  first  oiiarterly  Conference  of  each 
ron-^erence  year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount 
o^  i-hr^  !^-sessment  made  by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference 
for  his  support  during  the  year.  Immediately  after  each 
Ouarterlv  Conference  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  of  each 
class  to  the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is  unpaid  and  in  case 
the  pastor  neglects  to  do  this,  the  Steward  will  not  be  held 
^responsible  if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid.  In  connection  with 
"^-pction  15.  we  recommend  that  at  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Con- 
ference of  each  year  that  a  circuit  steward  be  elected  whose 
diitv  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  general  and  conference  claims. 
f^nd  forward  same  as  soon  as  collected  to  the  Conference 
Steward  and  that  the  Conference  Steward  credit  same  to  tlip 
chnrcrp  from  which  it  came,  and  notifv  the  nastor  of  the 
fi-i^onnt  received  and  how  aT)n"^or)ri?»ted.  And  that  the  pastor 
keen  ^  rpcord  of  same  for  his  final  report. 

!^ection  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of 
the  Annnal  Conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an 
-^oninfif  sermon  at  the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 

'^^or.tion  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Conference 
rhrH  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  and  properly  arranged 
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for  printing  in  the  annual  minutes  for  which  he  shall  re- 
ceive reasonable  conipensation.and  the  minutes  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Section  18.  The  Secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books 
journals,  records  and  proceedings  of  Conference  and  trans- 
mit the  same  to  the  Conference  at  its  next  session. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  be  the  stationing  au- 
thority of  the  Conference,  calling  to  his  aid  as  council  one 
layman  from  each  work  represented. 

Section  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers, 
there  shall  not  be  given  to  any  one  appointment  who  in  the 
opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  members  is  incompentent  for  the 
duties  thereof,  or  who  they  believe  will  neglect  the  appoint- 
ments and  such  ministers  and  preachers  may  be  transferred 
~'w  conference  to  the  unstationed  list;  provided  that  no  min- 
ister or  preacher  who  in  the  judgm.ent  of  the  conference  is 
ntitled  to  a  superannuated  relationship  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  21.-  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see 
that  deeds  be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  Louisiana  District 
and  have  same  recorded. 

Section  22.  That  the  President,  Secretary,  Conference 
Steward  and  Standing  District  Committee  shall  be  elected 
at  3:00  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session 
of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church. 

'  Section  23.  These  by-laws  can  only  be  changed,  alter- 
ed or  amended  by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open  Conference 
of  such  change,  alteration  or  amendment  and  it  will  require 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  belonging  to  that  session 
of  the  conference. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on 
the  day  and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting  the  de- 
votional services.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which 
the  President  shall  read  the  annual  report. 

Section  2.  During  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of 
Conference  all  ministers  and  preachers  under  appointment 
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of  this  Conference  shall  hand  their  reports  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Pastors'  Reports. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the 
Conference  he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to 
whom  it  is  assigned. 

Section  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written 
if  the  President  and  Secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  in 
troduced  and  seconded  or  a  report  presented  and  is  read  by 
the  Secretary  or  is  stated  by  the  President  it  shall  be  deem- 
ed in  the  possession  of  the  Conference  any  time  before  the 
amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  enter- 
L.9„ined  until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed 
of  which  may  be  done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one 
of  the  following  motions  shall  intervene,  which  are  placed 
namely :  First,  indefinite  postponement ;  second,  laying  on 
the  table;  third,  referred  to  a  committee;  sixth,  amendment, 
r'r.bstitute  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  de- 
bate or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference  he  shall  arise 
and  respectfully  address  the  President  but  shall  not  proceed 
.  .ntil  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  m^ember  shall  be  interrupted  while  speak- 
ing except  by  the  President  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  de- 
parts from  the  question  or  uses  personalities  or  disrespect- 
ful language ;  but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  or- 
der and  any  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself 
misrepresented. 

Section  .10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege,  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President 
shall  decide  it  a  privileged  question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  question  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time, 
without  leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shall  any  person  speak 
more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  have 
spoken ;  provided,  however,  that  the  mover  of  a  resolution  or 
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a  committee  making  a  report  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to 
five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been 
acted  upon  by  the  Conference  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  re- 
consideration but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debatable 
motion,  and  must  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
Conference  without  leave  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  at- 
tend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any 
question  who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put 
by  the  President  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference  when 
he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at,  the 
time  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Con- 
ference for  special  reason  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call 
for  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference, 
and  if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be 
taken  without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before 
the  Conference  except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  or- 
der and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairmen 
of  committees  on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each 
chairman  of  his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
fession  of  the  Conference. 

Section  20.    The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  ap- 
pointed one  year  in  advance  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Con- 
ference one  day  prior  to  convening  of  that  body  and  that  the 
nder-graduates  meet  said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  be- 
ing examined  in  their  studies. 

Section  21.  No  minister  or  preacher  who  are  member  a 
of  this  Conference  shall  intrude  themselves  on  any  Station, 
Circuit  or  Mission  without  first  receiving  an  invitation  or 
permission  from  the  pastor  in  charge.
